Old Age Assistance PJan 
In Florida Starts’ 
October 15 | | 


James Donn, chairman ofthe 
Board of Social Welfare, announc- 
ed that formal applications for 
persons applying for assistance un-| 
der the Old Age Assistance title of} 
the National Social Security Act 


Welfare. 
“This is the first tangible evi- 
dence," Mr. Donn said, "that Flor- 
ida will actually participate in the 
Old AgesAssistance plan begin- 
ning October 15. Realizing the 
difficulty of having many of our; 
aged people coming to th» district 
offices it ts the plan of the district 
hoards to send staff workers to the 
homes of all persons who are 
known to be probably eligible for 
this form of assistance.” 

“The actual procedure which-an 
applicant to fill out the applica- 
tion forms is required to go| 
through is very simple. Their 
only responsibility is filling out) 
the formal application blank | 
Once this is done the staffs of the! 
district boards of Social Welfare! 
will make the requested  investi-| 
gations to determine the eligibility 
of the applicant.” 

The following is an explanation 
of “the Old Age Assistance - plan 
copies of which-are available in 
the district welfare offices to all 
persons making application: 
“Payments on the Old Age As- 
sistance plan; provided in the Nat-| 
ional Security Act, will .withir 
the limitation of funds appropriat- 
ed by your board of county com- 
missioners, be available on. or 
about October 15, to eligible citi- 
zens of the state of Florida. 

The starting of payments by 
that date was made possible by 
Tehson of an enlergency plan pèr- 
fected by the state and. district 
boards of social welfare. The 
plam itself succeeded only by'rea- 
son of the fact that the county 
commissioners of the 67 count!
